I happened to notice a bundle of clay 
pipes in the window of a small shop, that 
this kind of pipe is not as popular as it 
used to be, except among old men in 
country districts. Young working men of 
the present day usually smoke cigarettes, 
but, when they take to pipe-smoking, they 
favour the briar, of which there are many 
cheap varieties on the market. Yet the 
clay pipe, on account of its absorbent 
qualities, is essentially suited to the 
coarser kinds of tobacco. From the early 
part of the eighteenth century onwards the 
centre of the clay pipe industry was 
Knockcroghery, where large numbers of 
Thirty 
or forty years ago there were several small 
factories in Dublin, but, so far as I am 
aware, there is only one existing at 
present+-in Francis street—where the clay 
pipe and its more fashionable cousin, the 
‘churechwarden,’’ beloved of our great- 
grandfathers, can still be obtained. The 
‘‘churchwarden”’ gives an excellent cool 
smoke, but it is very fragile, and the 
person who is inclined to be argumentative 
must refrain from using it to emphasise 
his points. To revive the clay pipe 
industry would appear to be a logical step 
in the development of economic nationalism. 
but it is doubtful whether the advocates 
of that political creed would be able to 
overcome the prejudice of the rising 
generation.

When the 
tariff policy of the present Government was 
instituted as grert a burden was placed on 
the officers. of the Service, but it was as 
macnificently shouldered as tad been. the 
earlier hurden.

SERMON BY THE REV. 
R. M. GWYNN. 


HE Rev. R. M. Gwynn, B.D., F.,T.C.D., 
i. was the preacher at Christ Church 
Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday morning. 
He took as his text St. Mark iv. 26 —'' So 1s 
the. Kingdom of God, as if a man should 
cast seed into the ground, and the seed should 
spring and grow up. he knoweth not how. ' 
Chap. vi.,. verse 34:--"‘Jesus saw much 
people, and was moved gwith compassion 
toward them, because they were as sheep not 
having a shepherd.”’ 

In the course of his sermon, the preacher 
said that a few years aga it was his privilege 
to attend a great dinner: in Belfast, organisec 
by the: graduates of Trinity College, Dublin, 
now resident in Northern !reland. Called 
upon to be one of those who spoke on behalt 
of the University, he ventured to ask a 
question :—‘‘ Where will you find the name 
of Trinity College written up in large letters?’ 
The answer was:—‘'Upon the gates of the 
Trinity College Mission.” There were present 
at that dinner men holding, and adorning, the 
the highest offices of Church and State, and, 
yet, it was no more than the truth when he 
added that not one of them could show a 
finer record of work for God or country 
for the last five vears than the head of the 
Trinity College Mission 

In his capacity as treasurer of the mission, 
he was not seldom asked :—‘‘ How comes it 
that Trinity ever came to think of planting 
a mission in Belfast?” For himself, he had 
text.

It was not right or possible to 
measure spiritual and social work in terms of 
money, but the Mission. wis bringing to the 
people of the district something which they 
valued very highly—something for which they 
were willing to work and willing to give. 
His picture would not be complete if he did 
not add a tribute to the warm-hearted help 
given by graduates of their University who 
lived in Belfast—the clergy first and foremost, 


from the bishop, dean and archdeacon down-

But if they 
were neglected and not sought out, if their 
children were not moulded by Christian 
ideals, then, indeed, their Church would 
suffer grievous loss, 


CHURCH BUILDING WANTED. 

Last year was the coming of age of their 
Mission. They had become conscious of two 
great wants. The large mission hall made a 
beautiful and worthy substitute for a church, 
but it was net a church. Its chancel had to 
be used on week-days as a receptacle for 
teapots and cups and across it went busy 
traffic, while the vestry served for other pur- 
poses equally secular. At the hour of early 
Service the worshippers were disturbed by 
the noise of a stable vard in a factory out- 
side. Now that they had a fully organised 
district, square, compact, self-conscious, a 
congregation full of corporate spirit, every 
promise of permanence, young people grow 
ing up, they felt that there should be a 
church, indeed. The Southern Mission, only 
five years old, had a church already, a 
beautiful one, built ont of the general Church 
funds, and they had good reason to hope that 
the same funds might be able to help tBem. 
But the question was whether a suitableg site 
could be secured. They asked their. prayers 
that a way might be open. ‘The other need 
involved money which could not be had from 
Church funds. They needed a young woman 
worker, or, rather, they had one and they 
wanted to make it possible to keep her. For 
vears they had the devoted service of Miss 
Kennedy, sister of the Dean of Christ 
Church Cathedral, but her time was fully 
occupied with most’ important visiting 
among the homes and dealing with the 
elder folk, and she herself was now advanced 
in. years. She felt that she must have a 


splendid material which the young girls of 
their Mission provided, girls on whom they 
relied so much for their present value as 
their keenest Church workers in all sorts of 
ways, and their future importance as mothers 
of families themselves. 

They found just what they wanted in Miss 
Williamson, sister of a brilliant Trinity 
graduate, who was now one of their ablest 
missionaries in China, She had been with 
them for a year, and proved so valuable that 
they could not possibly do without her. Yet 
they had no longer any funds out of which 
to pay her salary. They asked their prayers 
that here, too, a way may be found. 

The devoted life was the full life; it was 
the happiest life; it was, perhaps, the only 
true life ; beyond any question it was the 
life that moved the world.

ST. MARY'S ASYLUM. 


CHARITY SERMONS. 


The annual charity sermons were preached 
vesterday in aid of St. Mary’s Asylum, High 
Park. Drumcondra, Dublin. 

The Kev. Charles Moloney, 8.J., preaching 
in the Church of St. Franeis Xavier, Upper 
Gardiner street, based an impressive appeal 
on the Gospel stery of the Magdaten. The 
object of the Refuge at High Park, he said, 
was to uplift and shield the weak and erring. 
Some 209 girls were now in the care of the 
Sisters there; a new liie was being opened to 
them, the memory of the sinful past was 
being wiped away, and they were learning 
the joy that comes to the genuinely repen- 
tant. Public opinion, especially in Ireland, 
needed a tonic to restore it to full, vigorous 
life. 

The public now often looked on silently at 
offences which would nave roused a veritable 
tornadc of protest in the Ireland of twenty 
years ago. The pity of 1t was thet the Jess 
guilty were trequently punished, whilst the 
leaders and mstigators of sin escaped scot- 
free. Surely it was time that the recom- 
mendations !ong since made by a body of 
enlightened and experienced ecclesiastics and 
laymen, assembled for the purpose, should be 
put in full operation, so as to safeguard 
innocence and put a stop to a nefarious traffic 
in human souls. There should be an un- 
compromising attitude towards sin, a vehement 
condemnation of it, and a constant effort to 
awaken the public conscience against it, so 
that weak human beings would hesitate 
before they incurred guilt that would make 
their friends ashamed of them and the public 
at large shun them. 

But people should always remember that 

no one more merited their kindness and in- 
dulgence than the repentant sinner, and that 
attilude could be matrtained whilst setting 
their faces firmly against any whittling down 
of the Ten Commandments. The repentant 
sinners for whom he pleaded were children of 
God. The future of St. Mary’s Asylum was 
uncertain, and the Sisters had often to 
Shudder at the thought of ever being com- 
elled to rufuse admission to any repentant 
fagdalen. However, he thought they could 
look to the future with hope and courage, 
and that a generous public would ensure that 
their great Christian work should never be 
impeded by laek of adequate support. 

The Rev. Father Xavier, O.M. Cap., made 
a touching appeal on behalf of the Asylum 
in the Franciscan Capuchin Church, Church 
street.

MODERN DUBLIN BUSINESS 
PREMISES. 


One of the most striking business premises 
in the City of Dublin is that of Messrs. 
Maguire and Gatchell im Dawson ‘street. 
which have recently been constructed. The 
facade is imposing, and the design of the 
shop fronts enables the passer-by to see from 
the pavement the show-room display which

LOCH NESS 
MYSTERY. 


“THE MONSTER” ON 
THE SCREEN. 


INTERESTING FILM IN. 
DUBLIN. 


(From Our Cinema CORRESPONDENT.) 
Te Loch Ness mouster, which up to the 


present has shov.n a most unaccount- 
able desire to avoid interviewers, has 
So, at 
any rate, it is claimed, and a film shows 
what is supposed to be the beast itself will 
arrive in Dublin to-day, and will be on view 
in Dublin throughout the week at the Capitol 
Cinema. The integrity of the camera-men is 
stated to be above question, so that, although 
we can discount many of the more sensational 
‘‘ monster ” stories, it looks as if even the 
sceptics will have to admit that something 
curious has its home im the Loch. 

Too much cannot be expected from the 
film, for there was no possibility of getting 
a ‘‘close-up’’ of whatever it was that the 
camera recorded. The film was shown in 
London a few days ago, and, according to 
The Times, it shows the ‘‘monster’’ swimming 
away and finally diving out of sight. One 
can distinguish the movements of what ap- 
pears to be a tail, but little more, and there 
is no evidence of the long neck (not to speak 
of the hippopotamus feet) with which some 
witnesses have credited it. At all events, 
the public will be able to judge for itself 
to-day. 

The taking of the -film, as related by Mr. 
Malcolm Irvine at the London presentation, 
was a matter that called for great ingenuity 
and tience. The three camera-men— 
Malcolm Irvine, Stanley Clinton and Scott 
Hay—spent many days at Loch Ness survey- 
ing. hey finally came to the conclusion 
that the “ monster’’ was feeding on the 
salmon in the Loch, and that in consequence 
it would probably make a visit to the feeding- 
banks. To approach or Jeave these it would 
have to pass through a certain stretch of 
shallow water, and the cameras were placed 
in positions commanding this spot. Some 
further days were spent in waiting for 
favourable weather, and finally on December 
12th the photographers were able to take 
‘‘ shots’’ of the beast from a distance of 
about a hundred yards. 


OTHER GOOD FILMS. 


There: is an unusually good selection of

“PUNISHMENT FOR

RevuTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BERLIN, Sunday, 

The Karlsruhe Football Club is to be 
barred from playing abroad this year 
because its team, when playing against 
the Metz Club at Nancy and Metz last 
month, did not give the German greeting 
on entering the field. : 

It is alleged that the French team 
threatened not to play and not to pay 
compensation, and also hinted at disorders 
among the spectators, if the Germans 
raised their arms in the Nazi salute. 

Under this pressure the Karlsruhe team 
abstained from doing so. 

All athletic and sports clubs of Baden 
have been ordered not to enter into any 
engagements with French clubs until this 
incident has been satisfactorily settled, 


GALWAY HOUSING 
SHORTAGE. 


FROM 


WOODEN HOUSES FOR 


TUAM. 
At a special meeting of Galway County 
Council Mr. Coiivet, Chairman, National 


Housing Committee, said that the average 
figures for overcrowding in the Free State 
was 254 per cent. of the population, but in 
Galway it was 31.4 per cent. 

Galway, he said, is one of the few counties 
behind the times as regards housing. He 
expected that the Board of Health would treat 
Tuam as a special area owing to the beet 
factory. There probably would be temporary 
wooden houses erected first, but permanent 
housing of workers would soon arise. A 
great, amount of money was being spent by 
county councils-on public health, because, if 
people lived in insanitary houses and sur- 
roundings, more money must be spent on 
medical services. Mr. J. C. Concannon moved 
that the Board of Health get permission to 
raise a loan of £120,000 for the purchase of 
sites and the erection of four hundred 
cottages. ' 

Mr. Lambert said that the rate of interest, 
53 per cent., was very high. Mr. Colivet 
said it was quite probable the State grant 
for housing might be reduced. They might 
take it as certain that if the rate of interest 
was reduced the grant would be reduced, 
and the Government wanted money for more 
than housing. 


IRISH COMMERCIAL 
TRAVELLERS. 
GENERAL MEETING 
IN DUBLIN. 


The annual general meeting of the Irish 
Commercial Travellers’ Federation, Dublin, 
was held on Saturday evening in Wynn’s 
Hotel, Abbey street, Dublin, The Chairman, 
Mr. W. McGreery, presided over a large 
attendance of members, 

The secretary (Mr. M. J. Kilmurry), in 
his report, showed that twenty new menibers 
were proposed during the past year, but 
owing to the prevailing conditions in the 
country, they, in common with kindred asso. 
clations, were finding it difficult to hold the 
membership. It was anticipated that a good 
many of those travellers and agents who 
had been adversely affected by tariffs, etc., 
would be absorbed in the new industries 
which were being started in the Free State. 

The treasurer (Mr. G. Ennis) reported a 
substantial balance to credit, Both reports 
were adopted. 

In dealing with the resolution: “ That the 
Irish Commercial Travellers’ Federation is 
worthy of the support of all travellers and 
agents,’ the Chairman referred to the dupli- 
cation of commercial travellers’ associations 
in the Irish Free State, and said that in 
his opinion there ought to be one, and one 


'only, large Irish organisation absorbing all 


travellers resident in the Free State, which 
would combine the attr.butes of protection 
and benevolence. It should be possible, he 
said, to have such a body with a member- 
ship of many thousands. If all travellers and 
agents were joined in one large unit the possi- 
bil'ties were enormous. If viewed on the 
lines of each member subscribing one pound 
or so per year, in a short time the capital 
so subscribed would be available for many 
walang s ch as unemployment, illness, 
iousiig schemes, pensions, etc. He hoped to 
see such a body in existence in a short time.

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MANCHESTER MARKETS 
REPORT. 
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OUTLOOK FOR BUTTER. 
From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPOND sf, 


There is again a quiet feeling to note in 
most departments of the provision trade, but 
with the exception of butter, which shows a 
further decline, prices remain fairly steady. 
The outlook is distinctly encouraging, as re- 
tail trade condit.ons in this country continue 
to improve, and there is every hope that at 
last there is a definite “turn in the tide.” 
The money value of sales in November, 1955, 
were 2.8 per cent. greater than at the cor- 
responding per.od of 1932; this follows an in- 
crease of 0.6 per cent. for October, and is the 
third largest increase reported this year. In 
1932 sales for November showed a smaller 
decline írom the 1931 level than any previous 
month of the year, this being attributed to 
exceptionally low sales in 1931, when special 
Christmas purchases commenced two or three 
weeks later than usual. The increase m total 
sales for November would not appear to have 
been due to exceptionally low sales a year 
earlier. All districts shared in the improve- 
ment in total sales last month. Sales of food 
and per:shables increased by 1.5 per cent. in 
November, this being the first increase re- 
corded for over three years. To what extent 
this may be due to changes in the retail price 
of food compared with a year ago cannot be 
estimated with precision. A good demand was 
experienced for all Continental makes at the 
low prices now ruling, but demand for Colomals 
was quiet. Reports from New Zealand state that 
production in that country, although it has 
passed its peak, is substantially heavier than 
a year ago. Gradings in. Australia show a 
slight, decline, and shipments from the Argen- 
tinue are also below last year’s level. 

BACON FIRM, 

In spite of the holiday the bacon market has 
lost nothing of its firmness, and the moderate 
arrivals of Irish and Continental have been 
well cleared at firm figures. Irish bacon 
continues firm and unchanged, and at the 
weekly meeting of the Manchester Bacon 
Committee it was dec.ded to make no altera- 
tion in English or Continental cures. A 
feature of the market has been the strong

“The Yellow Peril.” 


While Sir John Simon and Signor 
Mussolini have been discussing disarma- 
ment and the possibilities of world peace 
in Rome, events in the Far East seem to be 
moving fairly rapidly towards a crisis. 
According to the French Press, an outbreak 
of war between Japan and Russia is only 
a matter of time. Tension between the 
two nations has been growing recently, and 
the danger of an armed conflict is very 
real, Ever since the War Japan has been 
pursuing an aggressive policy in the Far 
East. Her treatment of China was 
scandalous, and her virtual annexation of 
Manchuria was one of the most barefaced 
pieces of territorial robbery in modern 
times. ‘Of course, Japan is in an awkward 
position. Her population is increasing at 
a high rate, and, with an improving stan- 
dard of living, the slender resources 
of her own islands are being exhausted. 
-Manifestly, she must have an outlet for 
California has been 
closed to her emigrants. Australia is more 
determined than ever she was to exclude 
the Japanese from the Commonwealth, and 
the only “ dumping-ground ”’ that remains 
is the Asiatic mainland. Manchuria was a 
most valuable acquisition; but it seems 
that Japan is not yet satisfied. She wishes 
to establish what amounts to a Monroe 
Doctrine for the Far East, and to exercise 
a political and economic hegemony over a 
large part of Eastern Asia. For the moment 
the

Small as they are, how- 
ever, they form a valuable weapon of 
bargaining, and many nations which once 
forbade her goods admittance to their 
markets are now willing to make almost 
any concession in order to obtain a footing 
within her tariff walls. The Board of 
Trade is occupied in almost daily negotia- 
tions with the representatives of one or 
another foreign country, driving bargains 
with all the subtlety and shrewdness of « 
farmer at a fair.

The United States’ abandonment 
of prohibition has created a _ gigantic 
demand for liquors from abroad; and 
Great Britain, who before the War was 


America’s chief foreign source of “ fire- 
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| water,” is naturally anxious to gratify 
the greatest possible number of thirsty 
occidental palates. The Americans, how- 
ever, are canny. They do not wish to flood 
the market with Scotch whiskey and 
London gin, thereby hampering the 
revival of native distilleries, and they are 
subjecting imports of liquor to a quota. 
Britain’s share of the quota is very 
generous, and the Americans demand a 
recompense for it. Their idea is that 
Great Britain shall increase her quota of 
American pig products, the importation 
of which has been restricted severely as a 
corollary of the Ottawa agreements. We 
do not doubt that a friendly arrangement 
will ho made-—largely at the expense of the 
Free State. It is more doubtful whether 
the trouble which has arisen between 
Britain and France will be resolved. 
France is very highly protected, but, when 
Great Britain adopted tariffs, she was one 
of the first nations to ask and offer trading 
concessions. For some time past it has 
been understood that negotiations for a 
new agreement will take place; within the 
France, however, has put 
every obstacle in the way of amity. Not

Crime in America. 


According to Mr. Homer 8. Cummings, 
Secretary of Justice of the United States, 
crime in his 
country Until 
recently the gunman and the gangster 
took an almost unrestricted toll of life 
and property, and the efforts of the police, 
handicapped by a corrupt legal system, to 
keep them in check have been well-nigh 
useless. President Roosevelt, however, in- 
augurated his period of office with the 
promise of a. venuine “drive against 
kidnapping, “ racketeering,’’ and the 
other unsavoury practices of the American 
criminal. The ‘‘drive’’ has met with a 
certain amount of success. It may be that 
the President’s recovery plan looms so 
largely in the news of to-day as to exclude 
the activities of the ‘S tough guys,’’ but 
it is a-fact that American crime is no 
longer a daily feature of European 
journals. Mr. Cummings, in his annual 
report to Congress, claims that an un- 
usual number of crimes was solved in 
1933, and that punishment followed upon 
the heels of guilt far more swiftiy and 
surely than in previous years. We hope 
that this record of improvement—if, 
indeed, Mr, Cummings is not unduly 
cheerful about it—will be maintained. To 
reduce American crime to the degree of 
crime in European countries will be a slow 
process, and will require far more deter- 
mination than has been displayed hitherto. 
The criminal of Chicago and New York 
has gained a dominance with which we 
are unfamiliar on this side of the Atlantic. 
Public opinion over there has been 
rendered inert by the long prevalence of

EXPLANATION OF A

In the course of his 
annual conference of 
Labour Federation at Nottingham on 
Saturday, Sir Stafford Cripps, M.P., 
made a remarkable reference to ‘‘opposi- 
tion from Buckingham Palace.”’ 

“When the Labour Party comes into 
power,” he said, they must act rapidly 
and it will be necessary to deal with the 
House of Lords and the influence of the 
City of London. 

‘There is no doubt that we shall have 
to overcome opposition from Buckingham 
Palace and other places as well. 

“There must not be time to allow the 
forces outside vather and to exercise 
their influence 1 the legislature before 
the key-points vw: capitalism have been 
transferred to the control of the State, and 
I look upon these two key-points myself 
as being the land and finance. 

“The Socialist Government must not be 
mealy-mouthed about saying what they 
mean.”’ 

Sir Stafford Cripps yesterday gave a 
Press Association reporter the following 
explanation of his reference to Buckingham 
Palace :— 
“There seems to have been some 
misconception of what I intended to 
convey by the term ‘ Buckingham Palace.’ 
[ most certainly was not relerring to the 
Crown. The term ‘ Buckingham Palace ’ 
is a well-known expression, used to de- 
scribe Court circles, and the officials and 
other people who surround the King at 
Buckingham Palace. 

“It is a perfectly well-known phrase, 
used by a great many people to convey 
the meaning which I intended to convey. 

“TI cannot understand why anybody 
should have thought that I was referring 
to the Crown. One always assumes the 
complete impartiality of the Crown in this

Herriot, Paul-Boncour, Daladier and 
Sarraut failed, just when an exhausting 
effort is bearing fruit—the Cabinet’s life is 
thrown into the balance by a purely 
criminal affair. ! 

“ Even if it is finally proved that 
certain Ministers and/or public officials 
were negligent in surveying the work of 
their departments, this is nothing to do 
with any genuine political question. 

_ “* The likely upshot of the present crisis 
is that M. Chautemps will form a new 
Government, but this will have the 
Bayonne administrative and judicial 
investigations as a heavier and heavier 
millstone around its neck. 

‘“‘ Each new revelation will add a ton. 
I give it a life of two months; after that 
we are likely to see a period of kaleido- 
scopic Governments in succession.’’

Open allegations of bribery were made 
in connection with the hearing of a case 
concerning Stavisky, which was postponed 
from year to year for six years. 

The Prime Minister, M. Chautemps, 
has decided to open an administrative 
inquiry to ascertain whether there was 
any neglect or misdemeanour which was 
responsible for retarding or hindering 
legal action, 


FLAT SEARCHED.

For 
two hours every receptacle in the flat was 
examined, and fifteen trunks were 
emptied, but no documents throwing any 
light on the inquiry were found.

PASTORS RISK

HIS DECREE ON GOSPEL 
ISSUE RESENTED.

FSS of German pastors will 
have to be suspended from office if 
Reichsbishop Mueller, the Primate of the 
United Evangelical Church, carries out 
the threat contained in his latest decree. 

For in hundreds of churches throngh- 
out Germany to-day the clergy broke into 
open revolt against his domination, and 
brought Church politics into the pulpit. 

A manifesto was read to the congrega- 
tions by members of the Pastors’ Kmer- 
gency Committee (the Opposition League) 
charging Bishop Mueller with incom- 
petence in office, and declaring that 
under his leadership strife and dissension 
were making progress in the Church. . 
Even faithful members of the Church 
were thinking of leaving it, continued 
the manifesto. The gospel was still in 
the gravest danger. Bishops who had 
failed miserably to ward-off the assaults 
of paganism, and who had been publicly 
charged with heresy, still remain in 
office. 


BOYS’ PARADE BROKEN UP. 


Threats of oppression against those who 
tried to bring peace into the Church on 
the basis of the pure faith had been made 
even sharper by Bishop Mueller’s latest 
decree. 

‘* Before God and this Christian con- 
gregation we protest against the Reichs- 
bishop’s resort to force. His attitude has 
made it impossible to retain confidence 
in him,” concluded the manifesto. 

At St. Paul’s Church, in Berlin, it was 
the Opposition leader, Pastor Niemoller, 
the former submarine commander, who 
read the manifesto to a thousand boy 
members of Church Bible circles. 

When the youths left the church and 
formed into a procession a large force of 
police descended upon them and made 
them disperse, arresting two of the youth- 
ful leaders, and making the boys fold up 
their flags and put away their band in- 
struments. |

THE AMERICAN TASK 


The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
observes :—The United States is now fairly 
in possession of the main outlines of Pres!- 
dent Roosevelt’s working programme, and 
has had a space in which to reflect upon 
them. American opinion seems to have 
accepted with fortitude the huge expendi- 
tures contemplated and the Budget deficits 
which Mr. Roosevelt anticipates at the 
end of this financial year and the next. 
In Wall street his financial proposals are, 
of course, as unpopular as is his monetary 
policy or his programme of economic and 
social reconstruction, but even in this 
quarter in all the criticism there is evident 
relic! that the President intends to con- 
duct his inflation by the comparatively 
orthodox method of borrowing and spend- 
ing, instead of by printing additional! 
paper money. 

Observers on this side of the water are, 
perhaps, more impressed by the difficulttes 
which have still to be surmounted. They 
recognise that Mr. Roosevelt has set him- 
self a stupendous task in his programme 
of recovery and reconstruction. They hope 
sincerely that ultimate success will justil) 
the courage with which he has undertaken 
it, but they are not convinced that the 
results so far achieved are at all con. 
clusive. But whether in the end he wins 
or fails, the experiment he has _ under- 
taken—it could only have been undertaken 
on this scale with any hope of success in 
a potentially self-contained country like 
the United States—must be of enormous 
importance both to America and to the 
rest of the world. It is a trial of theory 
vaster and more preciss than any yet 
attempted in its kind. If it succeeds its 
success will have to be ascribed chiefly to 
two factors—Mr. Roosevelt’s sagacity and 
his courage. He has had the sagacity to 
recognise that the condition of affairs 
allowed and required a great departure of 
policy, and the courage to take it in the 
most decisive possible way.

After hours of hand-to-hand fighting, 
the Government troops, under the. com- 
mand of General Chiang Kai-shek, claim 
to have reached within fifty mules of 
Foochow, and are now preparing for a 
sudden swoop on the rebel stronghold. 
According to messages arriving here 
from the battle front, the Fukien revolt 
appears to be within an ace of being 
crushed. 

It is claimed that thousands of rebels 
are surrendering to the Nationalist forces. 
Marshal Chiang Kai-shek’s_ thrust 
towards Foochow was made possible when 
he captured Yenping, the port on the Min 
River, at noon yesterday, after thirty 
hours of fierce fighting. | 

The Marshal claimed to have disarmed 
the rebels occupying the town, and to have 
taken their commander prisoner. 

This victory brought the Government 
troops to within 85 miles of Foochow, and 
during the afternoon and night they 
advanced to within fifty miles of their 
objective.

Captain John Bell White, C.B.E., who was 
suddenly taken ill in a hotel in Clarges 
street, London, on Saturday night and died 
before a doctor could “be called, was a 
member of the Council of the International 
Law Association and Editor of the ‘ Law 
Magazine and Review.”’

At the annual meeting of the Ulster Unionist 
Labour Association in Belfast on Saturday, 
Lord Craigavon (Prime Minister of Northern 
Ireland) said that when the whole world was 
topsy-turvy, so far as finance and business 
were concerned, it was a great relief to him 
to know that all through the most trying 
times they had recently experienced—the most 
trying in history—their working people had 
maintained themselves with that steadiness 
which was characteristic of the Ulster people 
from time immemorial. It might be an awk- 
ward comparison to make,. but when he 
thought of “the richest country in the world,” 
the United States of America, and the posi- 
tion there, he could not help feeling that he 
would rather be a labouring man in that small 
area of Ulster than to be one of the corre- 
pone class in the richest country in the 
worid, 

After all, they in Ulste’ and Britain had 
been prepared for the storm. No one, he 
thor ~h , realised that more than the working 
classes in this country. ' 

Some people believed that a Mussolini or a 
Hitler form of Government should take the 
place of democracy in this country. In his 
opinion, that was not so at all. Dictatorship 
was adopted in Italy and Germany entirely 
as a stop-gap to save those countries from 
Socialism. “I do not believe,” he said, 
“that this soil of@ours is suitable for 
Socialistic principles. I believe Ulster and 
Belfast have been built on years and years 
of the most perfect democracy that one could 
conceive. I believe that democracy is the 
salvation of Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land. We would like to see everybody hav- 
ing a say. Therefore, do not at 
any time spare your efforts in 
crushing out Socialism; it is the 
beginning of the end, and the end is terrible 
disaster. We have seen it tried, Why should 
decent Ulster people burn their fingers ip 
order to learn to dread the fire? 

Concluding, Lord Craigavon said ;—‘‘1 still 
look forward optimistically to improvement in 
our shipyards, I can only tell you that ho 
effort—I repeat it with great emphasis—is 
being spared to bring to Harland and Wolff 
and the wee yard all the work that we in 
Ulster can possibly secure.”
